1 . In response to the communication dated 02/25/2008, claims 26-55 are active in this 
application as the result of the cancellation of claims 56-72, and in the condition for allowance. 
The reason for allowance was stated in the previous office action and is reinstated herein below. 

Examiner's Amendment

Allowable subject matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

As stated in the previous office action, based on the Applicant's arguments in the Appeal 
brief dated 10/09/2007, claims 26-42, 45, 47, 49 and 51-55 are allowed over Haitsuka and Davis 
references. 

None of the references of record Haitsuka (US 6,505,201) and Davis (US 6,269,361) 
teaches or suggests the claimed (Claims 26, 37 and 51) invention having, in addition to the other 
limitations in the claims, the limitation of automatically generating a search engine query by the 
computer based on the determined interest wherein the determined interest is determined by 
analyzing the recorded hypertext links selected by the user during monitored usage session. 

Dependent claims are allowable because they depend from base claim.
